SIR HUGO HIRST’S VIEW. 


’ How Imperial rationalisation, ay 
suggested by the Dominion Prime 
Ministers, can be and has already 
been applied in part, to Empire 
electrical development and the crea- 
tion of an Emplre electrical in- 
dustry was stressed at the annual 
dinner of the British Electrical and 
Allied Manufacturers’ Association, 
held at the Connaught Rooms, Lon. 
don. Lord Derby, president of tho 
Association, was in the chair, and 
there were‘present some 760 guests, 
representative of every section of 
the electricity supply and electrical 
and allied manufacturing indus- 
tries. 

Proposing the toast of ‘Tho 
Electrical Industry and Industrial 
Co-operation within the Empire,” 
Sir Hugo Hirst said that the elec- 
trical Industry, while still compara: 
tively new, and still smaller ip 
actual volume of production than 
the old stable industries of Great 
Britain, must in a few years play a 
dominant part in. fhe industrial 
revival of Great Britain and the 
consolidation of the British Empire. 

Electrification would aid Great 
Britain and the Emptre to recover 
from the exhaustion of the World 
War. ‘Experience in other coun: 
tries, above all in America, showed 
that the use of electrical power 
was a sure index to industrial 
efficiency, and It was true that 
older industries which had | been 
electrified had undergone a process 
of rejuvenation,

carrying out the process. 

Foreign Competition. 

“When the electrical industry has 
seen the creation and cstablishmen: 
of the national power scheme,” 
added’ Sir Hugo, “and contributed 
to the possibility of bringing cheap 
power to the, old stable and the 
new industries, it is now in danger 
of losing the benefits of such ser: 


vice through the enormous flood o7 |’ 


-{s Increasing very 
rapidly in volume. It does seem 
ludicrous,” he continued, “‘that 
when, by State action, by our 
capital, by our manufacturing en- 
terprises, we are creating a rich 
and expanding market, we let It be 
exploited by competitors who shut 
us out completely from their own 
markets. 

“Te this flow of foreign electrical 
goods remains unchecked for long, 
it cannot help but affect our ability 
to serve the Empire on the lines on 
which I have apoken before. We 
have proved that we can produce, 
we have proved that we can sell, and 
we resent the Prime Minister's ac- 
cusation doubting the business 
ability of the men in our industry. 

“The electrical induatry has al- 
ways advocated the largest possible 
measure of Empire rationalisation, 
and it has already realised in part 
such atheory, ‘above all in Aus- 
tralia. When I visited Australia 
in connection with the British 
Economic Mission, 1 was able to 
atudy the’ problem on the spot, cs- 
pecially as it affected British elec-|¢ 
trical manufacture. At the out 
set, I realised that a country like 
Australia, with only 6,500,000 peo- 
ple, could not establish and main- 
tain a large, progressive and com- 
prehensivo electrical manufactur- 
ing industry, The demand, brond- 
ly considered, was much too re- 
stricted to enable economic — units 
of production to be established. 


The Benefit of Research. 

“On the other hand, there were 
certain branches of our industry 
where the Australian consumption 
was large enough to justify, on 
economic grounds, the organisation 
of an Australian centre of manu- 
facture. This was the case In re- 
spect of electric Jamps, and ar- 
rangements were accordingly made 
to establish in Australia a Jamp 
factory, financed jointly by the 
principal importera of electric 
lamps and enjoying the benefit of 
their collective technical experi- 
ence and research. 

“These working treaties have 
been arranged by the electrical In- 
dustries concerned and without 
consultation with either the Aus- 
tralian or the 
In my opinion,.they Indicate the 
lines on which the electrical and 
other industries must proceed if wa 
are to bring the industrial develop- 
ment of the Dominions within a 
unified scheme. which will maintain 
our prosperity’ and ‘minister to the 
productive «: ambition- of the 
Dominions.”

THE ROMANCE OF 
ADVERTISING. 


Sidelights on Life in 
17th Century, 


“TAY ALIAS TEE.” 


This is the third of a series-of 
articles on tho History and Curlo~ 
sities of- Advertising, in the’ Morn- 
ing Post, 

The first English newspapers ap- 
peared at the time of the Spanish 
Armada; but it was not unti] 1652 
that they became a vehicle for ad- 
vertiaements. Booksellers were the 
first to take advantage of this 
medium and the early advertise- 
ments found in the “Mercurius 
Politicus” were principally of reli- 
gious publications, : 

One of the firat books to be thus 
advertised bore the appetising title 
“Gospel Marrow;” it was closely 
followed by another book, called “A 
Few Sighs from Hell, or the Groans 
of a Damned Soul,” and in 1689 
there appeared an advertisement 
for Milton’s work: “Considerations 
touching the likeliest means to re- 
move Hirelings out of the Church,” 

But already the use of news- 
paper advertising had spread to 
other trades. In 1658 the follow- 
ing advertisement had appeared in 
the Mercurius Politicus: 

“That Excellent and by allt 
Physitians approved China Drink 
called bythe Chineans Tcha, and 
by other nations Tay alias Tee, is 
sold ‘st the Sultaness Cophee- 
House.” . 

This is the first advertisement 
for ten; but from the mention of 
doctors’ recommendations, it is to 
be presumed that the beverage had 
been in use for some time. 

Gradually, as the power of news- 
papers increased, they became the 
accepted medium for every form of 
advertisement. St, Paul's Cathedral 
had once been the clearing house 
for miscellaneous advertisements; 
and one of its walls, nicknamed “gj 
Quis,” because of the notices fixed 
to it which began with these words, 
had served the combined duties of 
registry office, information bureau, 
and stock exchange. But when St. 
Paul’s was burnt to the ground in 
the great Fire of London in 1666, 
advertisers tansferred their patron- 
age to the newapapers. 

From the middle .of the Seven: 
teenth Century-onwards, the adver- 
tisement columns of London's news- 
papers provide the modern reader |. 
with .continuous sidéelights on tho 
history of the times. In 1668 a 
“Perrywigge-maker,” trying hard to 
keep pace with the contemporary 
demand for flowing wigs, gave 
notice that: 

“Anyone having long flaxen hair 
to sell may repayre to him, and they 
shall have 103. the ounce and for 
any other long fine hayr after the 
/Rate of Gs, or 7s, the ounce.” 

Dryden’s Appeal... 

London, however, had its unplea- 
sant side, as is shown by an adver- 
tisement in the London Gazette for 
1679, asking for information re- 
garding an attack on the poet, 
Dryden, who had been “at night, 
barbarously sssaulted and wounded 
in Rose Street in Covent Garden by 
divers men unknown.” 

About this time appear the first 
advertisements of the trade in 
blackamoors, .which developed to 
such proportions that by the middle 
of the Eighteenth Century “a well- 
made, good-tempered, black-boy” 
was habitually offered for sala in 
the same lot as chestnut geldings, 
barrels of brandy, and other goods 
and chattels. 

In the Seventeenth Century the 
advertisement columns of the Press 
were frequently used by Royalty; 
and in the “Public Intelligencer” of 
1664, Charles II. announced that he 
would be “at home” throughout the 


‘| month .of May for the bestowal' of 


the Royal Touch ‘on those of his 
subjects as were suffering from the 
King’s Evil. In the same year we 
have evidence of. the popular love 
for the strange and the: marvellous 
in an announcement that: 

“At the Mitre, near the west end 
of St.-Paul’s, is to ba seen a rare 
Collection of Curiosityes —- among 
which a choyce. Egyptian Mummy, 
with Hieroglyphicks, the Ant-Beare 
of Brasil, a Remora, a Torpedo, 
the Huge Thigh-bone of a slant, a 
Moon-fish, a Tropic Bird, ote. .'. .”

WAR SECRET REVEALED. 
Submarine Parts as Motor-car 


Earl Jellicoe, who arrived in 
Belfast recently to carry out a 
number of engagements in connec- 
tion with the British Legion, dis- 
closed a War secret when speak- 
ing at the Lord Mayor’s luncheon. 

He said that, following the 
sinking of Audacious, he met Mr. 
Charles Schwab, head of the 
Bethlehem Steel Corporation, on 
‘Doard the Olympic. As a result 
of the interview, Mr, Schwab saw 
Lord Fisher, who gave him orders 
for submarines.

AMERICAN BREWERS’

Hopes for Return of Pre- 
Prohibition Beer. 


New York, Nov. 12. 

Some time ago representatives of 
the Anheuser-Busch interests visit. 
ed Washington, and after confer 
ences with political and Admini 
stration leaders—to whom they aro 
understood to have pointed out the 
advantages of reopening bre- 
werles on the old lines as an aid to 
decreasing unemployment—left the 
capital so confident of the carly 
return of pre-prohibition beer that 
they undertook extensive construc: 
tlon work in their factories. Soon 
‘after agents of the breweries were 
in New Orleans. inquiring as to the 
possibilities of acquiring factory 
sites there. The Pabst | intercats 
in Milwaukee have also been spend- 
ing large sums “on the reconstruc- 
tion and improvement of their 
breweries.

EMERGENCY AT SEA. 
PROBLEM OF DISEMBARKATION 
OF PASSENGERS. 

Mr. E. F. Spanner, addressing the 
general meeting ‘of the North-East 
Coast Institution of Engineers and 
Shipbulldera, at Newcastle on “The 
Disembarkation of Passengers in 
Emergency at Sea," said that the 
modern pasenger ship might be 
compared to a huge hotel subdivid- 
ed into floors and sections by hort. 
zontal and vertical divisions. Just 
as there was necessity for properly 
planning emergency exits from an 
hotel in case of fire, so there was 
need properly to plan emergency 
exits from a ship in case of threat- 
ened disaster, 2.

tion of any person and the bring- 
ing on board of anything contrary 
to or not in accordance with these 
regulations.” | Commenting- on 
that regulation at the time we re- 
marked that, the Police authori- 
ties are now’ determined not to 
risk their reputation a second 
time. They. are seeking to wash 
their hands entirely of any re- 
sponsibility. for failure to search 
ships before they leave this har- 
bour. They exclaim, in effect, 
“What are the masters and offi- 
cers in ships for if not to-enaure 
that no ‘potential pirate comes 
aboard in the guise of a passen- 
ger'or fireman or steward?” On

Roving Official Needed | Causes for Pulling and 


to Discover Them. 
FREE COACHING. 


The repeated failures of Britain 
to win back the Davis Cup or to 
supply the winner at Wimbledon 
makes me wonder: whether the 
powers are tackling these problems 
in the proper manner, or, indeed, 
tackling them at all, writes H. R. 
McDonald in the Evening News. 

Plenty of fuss {s'made over play- 
ers the tournaments or public com- 
petitions discover, but by the time 
these youngters have won enough 
fame to attract the attentlon-of, the 
governing body their style ig more 
or less formed. 

The All-England Club’s coach to 
whom these young hopefuls are 
sent nowadays, can only apeed up 
their game and help them to keep 
a rally going. It is not, I take it, 
Maskell’s job to lay foundations, 
teach technique, or remodel ‘the 
strokes of all and sundry. He can 
only do it for a chosen few who 
have already won fame. 

Early Tuition, 


‘Qur future tennis hopes must be 
got hold of much earlier, when 
their promise is only apparent to 
the discerning few, and before the 
stress and strain of tournament 
have turned them into mere re- 
trievers of the ball. 

Occasionally a young player like 
F. J. Perry forees himself to the 
front, but his case is an exceptional 
one. One of these days the full 
‘tale of Perry’s struggle for recogni- 
tion and improvement will be told, 
and then people will marvel that 
he was not lost in the crowd Nke 
so many other English tennis 
geniuses must have been. 

Perry happens to have a father 
who, from the ‘first, believed in the 
tennis possibilities of his boy, and 
could afford to encourage him. 


Lost Players. 


Now it is well within tne bounds 
of possibility that. thare are quite 
a number of Perrys knocking about 
the tennis courts of England with 
little hope of ever being heard of 
outside thoir own immediate circle. 

It is not very difficult for anyone 
who has played ‘tennis in good 
company to spot talent in a young- 
ster of, say, fourteen or fifteen, the 
age at which a boy or girl should be | 
taken in hand. 

But unless the spotter Happens to 
‘be a rich father, or someone high 
up jn the tennis world, the spark; 
of tennis genius soon gets flattened 
out in the casual, slipshod game on 
bad courts and with bad balls. I 
‘sometimes wonder how many other 
Donald Greigs must have played on 
Clapham Common in addition to the 
one who played for England, 

I think it would pay the Lawn 
Tennis Association to make one of 
its councillors an official “spotter” 
with a roving commission to search 
for hidden talent-and to investigate 
every case of hiddon genius brought 


to the Council's notice, 


Roving Official. . 

Tf the existence of such an official 
was generally known, I have. little 
doubt that the secretary of the 
L.T.A, would «be inundated with 
requa its for his services, 

But—and -this is a most inipéet: 
ant point—it is no good finding 
your budding tennis genius without 
doing something for him.

- AUTOMATIC MACHINE. 


This game of golf. is an elusive 
business. One day the golfer will 
walk up to the Ball, plant his feet 
in the right stance instantly, ond 
with great confidence . smite a 
drive with a perfect follow- 
through, writes C. B. MacFarlane 
in the Evening News. 

Yet the next day he has’ to 
shuffle on the teeing ground— 
simply cannot get comfortable; 
and as a result his driving be- 
comes ragged, 

This loss of stance is a puzzlu 
which defies solution. I have 
known it*happen to the best golf- 
ers. When Bobby Jones went 
round at Sunningdale in 68 some 
years ugo, he owed this high peak 
of form to a friend who told him 
that his driving, in his practice 
rounds, was poor because he had 
got the ball in the wrong posi- 
tion. : : 

Just the Difference. 


Instead of the ball being, as 
usual, opposite his left instep, it 
was slightly nearer the right. foot. 
The difference was less than an 
inch, yet a change worked won- 
ders. He was only once off the 
fairway during. that wonderful 
round, 

Harry Vardon once told me 
that when the stance is correct 
the swing.and the body-pivot work 
together, so that there {s no pull- 
ing or occasional slice, and that, 
more importance than all, the 
balance throughout the swing 
never goes wrong. 

To show what a derangement 
of position can do there {s the 
story of the man -(not a golfer) 
who worked an automatic driving 
machine for testing the carry of 
golf balls. 

Result, of Test.

Charges of Disorderly . 
Conduct Dismissed. 


CATHEDRAL INCIDENT. 


New York, Dec. 8. 

Judge Ben B. Lindsey, the noted 
authority on juvenile delinquency 
and: advocate of companionate 
marriage as a moans of reducing 
the divorce rate, to-day was ac- 
quitted in a magistrate’s court on 
charges of disorderly conduct. 

The charges were lodged against 
Judge Lindsey last night after 
strong armed detectives had hus- 
tled him out of the Cathedral of 
St. John the Divine. Bishop Wil- 
liam T, Manning, of the Protestant 
Episcopal Diocese of New York, in 


‘| his sermon had roundly condemned 


Judge Lindsey, charging that be- 
tween companionate marriage and 
“free love” there ia no choice. 

As a member - of Bishop Man- 
ning’s congregation Judge Lindsey 
heard himself scathingly denounc- 
ed. He interrupted the services by 
jumping on a table and demanding 
five minutes in which ‘to answer 
Bishop Manning’s “ties.” He told 
Bishop Manning that the, Cathegral 
of St. John the Divine was not a 
house of God but a temple of In- 
justice. By this time the detec- 
tives had taken the struggling 
jurist to the police station. 

Judge Lindsey to-day expressed 
pleasure that the magistrate had 
seen fit to dismiss the charges of 
disorderly conduct against him.— 
United Presa.

Statement "of Policy By 
Mr. L. S. Amery. ° 


The Rt. Hon. L. S. Amery has 
rendered a service by his attempt 
to reduce the Empire problem to 
the limits of a sane and considered 
statement. {Empire and Pros- 
perity.” la; Faber and, Faber).

Demonstrations in Berlin, 


Berlin, Dec. 9. 

Incensed by their complete fail- 
ure in the Reichstag, the National 
Socialists have apparently decided 
to revive the confidence of their 
followers by other means eapeci- 
ally by ‘demonstrations which in 
the capital have found an object in 
the film version of Erich Maria Re- 
marque’s “All Quiet on the. West- 
ern Front,” the National Soclalists 
contending that it constitutes a de- 
famation of the German army. 
Ever since last week the aquare 
in front of the cinema where the 
film is being shown is the scene of 
recurrent riotous disorders neces- 
sitating regular intervention by 
the police, but to-day the National 
Socialists are apparently gather- 
ing for a supreme effort, having 
announced that all their 107 mem- 
bers of the Reichstag will partici- 
pate in the demonatration. Con- 
sequently, the police have mobiliz- 
ed all their available reserves and 


‘]the Western districts of the capital 


this evening reaemble an armed 
camp with a strong police cordon 
being drawn around the principal 
squares and traffic diverted from 
the danger zone. They are con- 
fident that they will be able to 
handle the situation effectively. 


Bruening Cabinct Victorious, 


The Bruening Cabinet emerged 
again as the victor in to-day'’s sit- 
ting of the Reichstag when it ral- 
lied a comfortable majority 
against the motion tabled by the 
opposition demanding that the 
Government give facilities for a 
debate on foreign political questions 
which the government at. this 
moment considers inopportune. 
The division was preceded by a 
lively debate. One of the strongest 
speakers against the opposition 
was the member of the Clerical 
Centre Party, Ulitzka, who himself 
hails from ‘German Upper Silesia 
and who insisted that any discus- 
sion of the Polish ‘outrages in 
Polish Upper Silesia. would not 
only handicap the action of the 
German delegation at Geneva at 
the forthcoming session . of the 
League of. Nations Council but 
would alao further aggravate the 
situation of the German minority 
which is already extremely _ diffi- 


,cult. 


Before the. division on this 
motion, the House voted on a num- 
ber of: other opposition motions de- 
manding. the. repeal of several 
emergency - measures... . All these 
motions were defeated by the Gov- 


ernment parties with the asaist-|. 


ance of the Social ‘ Democrats. 
Although the House will sit for a 


‘few, days more before adjourning

General Agreement.

Indian Needs. 


As the proviso to the Conserva. 
tive acceptance of the Indian 
draft of the federal structure re- 
Port, a clause is inserted therein 
expressing the doubt of Lord Peel 
and Sir Samuel Hoare whether 
the executive envisaged is adapt- 
able to an all-Indian federation. 
They suggest that increased In- 
dian control by means of a

The High Court to-day quashed 
the convictions of 128 persons, in- 
cluding Nariman, sentenced to 
imprisonment after the Congress 
party and allied associations in 
Bombay ‘had been “proclaimed.” 
The incorporated Law Society re- 
cently obtained a High Court de- 
cision quashing the conviction of 
Nagindas ‘on the ground that an 
overt act of membership had not 
been proved'against him, or that 
he was aware “of the: “proclama-

Thirdly, that in oder to avoid 
delay, the Government of India 
be instructed to “set up) a com- 
mittee of experts both British and 
Indian, including representativea 
of Indian. States, to work out de- 
taila of the establishment of such 


‘a college. 


On a. further resolution which 
suggests that the question’ of re- 
duction of the number of British 
troops in Indian should form the 
subject of early’ expert investiga- 
tion, Lord’ Reading is stated to ex- 
press the opinion as to reduction 
that he would be much surprised 
lf it could be done. now. 
Thomas pointed «out that 
whole question of defence 
subject to the decisions and views 
of the Committee of Imperial De- 
fence—British Wireless Service.
